BERLIN, via London, Aug. 19.—A 


further advance on the part of the Ger- 
man army which is attempting to cap- 
ture the important Russian fortress of 
Brest-Litovsk, was announced here of- 
ficially today. The statement says that. 
outer positions of the fortress near Ro- 
kitno, before Brest-Litovsk, were pene- 


trated. 

Announcement also was made of the 
capture of two forts north of Novo- 
georgievsk, which has been invested by 
the Germans for several days. In tak- 
ing these forts, 1000 prisoners and 125 
cannon were captured. 

North of Bielsk, German troops have 
reached the railway from Bialystok to 
Brest-Litovsk, it is declared. 

(Brest-Litovsk is Russia’s greatest mil- 
itary station and a center of much im- 
portance. It is strongly fortified. The 
population is more than 50,000. Grand 
Duke Nicholas maintained his head- 
quarters there early in the war.)

BRITISH LAND 
ANOTHER FORCE 
AT DARDANELLES 


LCNDON, Aug. 19.—Additiona] 
troops have been landed by the Brit- 
ish at Suvia Bay, Gallipoli peninsula. 
This announcement wae made by the 
War Office this afternoon. 

The War Office admits that after 
24 hours of, heavy fighting, in which 


‘no satisfactory progress was made, 


the British advance was halted. Los- 
ges on both sides were very large. 
The text of the statement follows: 
‘The recent operations on the Gal- 
lipoli peninsula consisted of attacks on 
the enemy's positions along the south- 
ern and Anzac lines and included the 
fresh landing of a strong force at 
Suvia Bay. 
“There is evidence from prisoners’ 
statements that the Turks had been 
considerably reinforced with a view to 
heavy attacks on us and that our move- 
ments forestailed the enemy's by about 
2% hours. Consequently the fighting 
was very severe and on both sides the 
casusities were very high. 
“The landing at Suvia Bay was well 
planned and carried out by the navy, 
but in spite of the fact that the Turks 
eveloped their greatest strength in the 
region our troops from Suvla

Judge Dyer told them he was 
not certain they had a right to’an ap- 
peal, but that he would hear argu- 
ments on that point tomorrow. 

Without waiting for the outcome of 
the attempt to appeal from Judge Dyer’s 
decision, Marsans departed on an after- 
noon train for Brooklyn, to join the St. 
Louis Federal League team. 

P. D. C. Ball, one of the owners of 
the St. Louis team, this afternoon said 
that if Judge Dyer’s. decision stands the 
St. Louis Federals will file a suit against 
the Cincinnati club to recover the sal- 
ary paid to Marsans — he was on 
the bench. 

@n his decision, Judge Dyer says: 

“Briefly stated, the three grounds for 
the motion to dissolve or modify the 
preliminary injunction, are: 

1. That the plaintiff has failed to 
fulfill its part of the contract as re- 
quiréd by the preliminary injunc- 
tion. 

2. That the contract does not pur- 
port to bind the defendant to render 
services to the complainant after 
Oct. 14, 1914, and that the injunction 
was improvidently granted, so far as 
it. affects defendant’s services after 
that date. 

3. That the contract is invalid for 
want of mutuality. 

Judge Dyer did not consider the first 
and third of these grounds in rendering 
his decision. He’ said they might be 
considered on the final hearing and de- 
termination of the case. 

The decision was based solely on Mer- 
sans’ contention that his contract did 
not bind him to play for the Cincinnati 
club after October, 1914. 


use No. 1, 
Taking up s contract with the 
Cincinnati club. the court found that 
clause No. 1 of the contract bound the 
club to pay Marsans $4400 for all serv- 
ices he was to perform under the con- 
tract. Of this sum $3300 was for sal- 
ary and $1100 was in consideration of 
the option reserved to the club in clause 
10 of the contract to make a new con- 
tract with Marsans for the following 
season. The first paragraph of clause 
1 concludes with the words: ‘Making 


the total compensation for the eB 


 fherein contracted for 94400,”

Judge Dyer pointed out that clause $ 
of: the contract specifically stated that 
Marsans employment was to be for the 
season beginning April 4, 1914 and end- 
ing April 14, 1914, and he ruled that this 
was the period for which the $4400 was 
paid to Marsans. He also ruled that 
while the first clause of the contract 
might be considered as binding the 
Cincinnati club to employ ; Marsans in 
1915 and 1916, it did not bind Marsans 
to play for the club in those years un- 
less a new contract was made. 

The decision says that efforts of the 
Cincinnati club to show that the intent 
was to hire Marsans for three seasons 
were unsuccessful. One of the club's 
contentions was that the words ‘“‘1914, 
1915 and 1916’’ were not written into the 
original contract because there was 
not room for them. The Judge said ex-' 
amination of the contract convinced him 
that there was ample room to write in 
these dates. 

Cites Uniforms Clause. 

As to another phase of the contract 
the decision says: Clause 5 required the 
club to farnish the player with two com- 
plete aniforms which the player is re- 
quired to return upon the termination 
of the contract or forfeit a deposit of 
$30. It is hardly reasonable to suppose 


the parties intended that. the player | 


should be furnished with only two uni- 
forms during three years services, and 
yet that is what clause 5 means if the 
plaintiff's contention is correct.’’ 

Judge Dyer said it did not appear 
that Judge Sanborn, when handing 
down the preliminary injunction, had 
under consideration clause 8 of the 
contract which on its face showed 
that Marsans'was hired only for the 
season of 1914. 

The court. held that it was proper 
to restrain Marsans from playing 
with any except the Cincinnati club 
in 1914, this injunction could not be 
extended to cover the years 1915 and 
1916 and that therefore Marsans must 
now be considered free to play 
where he pleases. 


Three Points Raised. 

Marsans’ motion for a modification of 
the injunction, which was heard recent- 
ly by Judge Dyer, contained three prin- 
cipal assertions. He charged (1) that 
the Cincinnati club did not comply with 
its contract with him; (2) that the con- 
tract with Cincinnati! was not binding 
after Oct. 4 last; and (3) that the con- 
tract lacked the quality of being mu- 
tual, hence was nat binding. Judge 
Dyer considered only the second point. 

Marsans testified, beforé Judge Dyer, 
that he had received no salary from the 


Federal League club, ¢t that he uad 
received “loans” of $333. the first and 


recited of each month, or $666.78 a 
month. 
Biow at Reserve Clause. 

The decision is based solely on the 
contention that Marsans’ contract, as 
drawn up by the Cincinnati club 
bound him to play for that club be- 
yond the termination of the contract 
in October 1914. This is the famous 
“reserve clause” under which a play- 
er, while nominally hired for one sea- 
son gives the club the privilege of 
retaining his services for the two 
succeeding seasons.

DYNAMITE ONCE 
FOUND ON ARABIC 


Ship Had Narrow Escape .When 
She Was Chased by Sub- 
marine Last March. 


The Arabic’s tonnage was 15,801 gross 
and 10,062 net. She was 600 feet long, 
65 feet beam and 47 feet in depth. She 
was built in Belfast in 1903 by Harland 
& Wolff. 

On her last Eastern trip, the Arabic 
arrived in Liverpool Aug. 6, from New 
York. Following the receipt of a cable- 
gram announcing her safe arrival the 
bureau of combustibles of New York 
City allowed the fact to become known 
that two sticks of dynamite had been 
discovered on board the liner July 27, 
the night before she sailed from New 
York. 

Once before since the beginning of the 
war, the Arabic had a close call. A 
cable’ message from London, March 77, 
said the steamer had been pursued by 
a German submarine in the Irish Sea 
on the voyage which ended on that 
day. 

On her recent trips the Arabic has 
carried far fewer passengers than on 
normal voyages in times of peace. There 
were 105 passengers in*the cabin, of 
whom five were Americans, and % in 
the steerage on the last voyage to Liv- 
erpool. The Arabic has been utilised to 
carry great quantities of war munitions 
purchased in the United States for 
Great Britain. 

Carried Munitions From WU. §. 

The Arabic, one of the few large 
White Star vessels remaining in the 
transatlantic servicc, sailed on her last 

utward voyage from New York July 

last. She had aboard 188 passengers 
and approximately 16,000 tons of cargc, 
almost all war supplies, mainly aerv- 
planes and automobiles. 

Attack by a German submarine ap- 
parently was feared when the vessel 
left New York, for around her steering 
gear there were piled numerous sani 
bags as a protection against gunfire. 
This also was taken as an indication 
that in. case ehe were sighted by a U- 
boat the big liner intendéd to take a 
chance at getting away. trusting to her 
speed. 

The crew usually comprised about 0) 
men. All the crew were of foreign 
citizenship. Capt. Will Finch command- 
ed the ship.

LONDON, Aug. 19 (5:00 p. m.).—The White Star line Arabic, 
which sailed yesterday from Liverpool for New York, has been 
sent to the bottom off Fastnet, on the south coast of Ireland, not 
far from the point at which the Lusitania was sunk by a German 
submarine. 

Such reports as were available in London early this evening 
left in doubt the fate of the 423 passengers on board the 


big liner. The first reports were that all of the passengers and 
erew had been rescued by another steamer. Subsequently, how- 
ever, it was reported that the Arabic had gone down in 11 min- 
utes, raising the question whether it would have been possible: te 
rescue all on board in that brief time. | 
A message to the White Star Company left this question open. 
It said that fifteen or sixteen boat loads were making for Queens. 
town, and from this the company inferred that the greater part of 


the passengers and crew were saved. ‘

‘‘The Arabic was sunk this morning. Fifteen or 16 boat 
loads are making for Queengtown.’’

ANCELLOR SAYS 


Charges in Reichstag That Many 
Things Are Withheld From 
People and Other Nations. 


REVIEWS RECENT EVENTS 


“Germany Faces the Future 
Proudly and Without Fear,” 
He Declares.

BERLIN (by Wireless to Sayville, 
N. Y.), Aug. 19.—Dr. von Bethmann- 
Hollweg, the German Imperial Chan- 
cellor, in a speech today at the open- 
ing of the Reichstag, after a recess 
since May 380, traced the history of 
the European events leading up to 

B present war. 

., He unveiled what he said were at- 
tempts made by the enemies of Ger- 
many to conceal the whole truth 
from the nations at large and from 
their own people. This, he said, was 
proved by the incompleteness of the 
fformation given by the diplomatic 
of *entente allied countries to their 
Regio rgganay and he said it 
howed that up to the present the 
complete truth was hidden and for- 
bidden in the entente allied coun- 
tries. The Chancellor added: 

“"T never have concealed anything 

from the representatives of the Ger- 

Man nation. I never had anything to 
éonceal.” 

“Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg further 
@is¢ussed Poland’s future and an- 
nounced that the previous German 
and Polish antagonism had been 
abolished. He said: , 

“The present occupation of Poland is 
the beginning of an evolution which 
will lead the country, freed from the 
Russian yoke, towards a brighter fu- 
ture and enable it to develop and cul- 
tivate its individual and national char- 
acter.’’ 

"““ Reviews Military Situaticn. 
Beginning his speech with a review 
of the present military situation, the 

Chancellor continued: 

_., ince you assembled at the last ses- 
sion great things have happened. Agaii 
French attempts to shatter our west 
front have failed in spite of the con- 


tempt for death and the reckless waste, 


of human lives of the French. 

“Italy, our new enemy, who thought 
that she could easily take her neigh- 
beria coveted goods, has been splen- 
didly, repulsed in spite of a numerical 
superiority and has made an immense 
Sacrifice in human lives. 

“Unshaken and unshakable 
the. Dardanelles front. 

- “We greet our faithful allies and. ex- 
tend special greetings to the exalted 
ruler of the Danube, the monarch who 
yesterday entered upon his eighty-sixth 
year. 
| “We ourselves have taken almost all

The wind by 
this time was blowing 72 miles an hour 
across the fire toward the business sec- 
tion. Panics were prevalent among the 
thousands who had taken refuge in the 
business section, but the blaze, like the 
former one, burned Itself out. 
Brings Story From Galveston. 

A staff correspondent of the San An- 
tonio Light returned to San Antonio to- 
day from Houston and Galveston and 
described conditions in Galveston up to 
noon Wednesday. He was sent to Gal- 
veston Monday night and w&s in the 
first boat to reach the stricken city 
from the mainiand. 

Thousands of people who remained in 
Galveston left their homes Monday night 
and sought refuge in the big buildings 
in the heart of the city. The Tremont, 
Royal, Panama and Galvez hotels were 
crowded to capacity while the upper 
floors of the Santa Fe station, Ameri- 
can Bank Building and the Rosenberg 
library also held their thousands. 

Wall Undermined in Some Places. 

Great holes have been torn in the 
pavement of the boulevard just inside 
the Galveston sea wall in that stretch 
of it extending from Seventh to Nine- 
teenth streets, and in places the wall 
itself has been undermined, 

Property in Galveston was damaged 
by the water which flowed in from 
the bay front Monday afternoon. From 
one-half to two-thirds of the buildings 
which lined this front have been 
wrecked and most of the buildings about 
the docks are little better than ruins. 
This, however, is attributed to the wind, 
as the piling on which these buildings 
were erected stands. 

Back of the sea wall, in the vicin- 
ity of Tremont street, al! the smaller 
frame buildings have been wrecked or 
wrenched from their foundations. Al! 
bathhouses, together with the piers ex- 
tending out into the gulf, have been 
washed away and a big four-masted 
schooner, hurled in from the gulf, lies 
half way across the sea wall. The 
sailors from this vessel were rescued by 
soldiers at Fort Crockett. 

Feod and ater Needed. 

The greatest need of the 20,000 or more 
people, who remained in Galveston dur- 
iag the storm, is food and water. At 
noon Wednesday it was reported there 
was scarcely enough water to last an- 
other day, and much of this would 
be required for baking bread. Nearly 
all the stores of groceries were .water- 
soaked. Packages of crackers bring 
5) cents each. 

Efforts to supply these people with 
provisions and water are being made as 
rapidiy ag possible. Both ends of the 
causeway were washed out, and it will 
be several weeks before direct rail con- 
nection can be resumed. Several gangs 
of men are clearing the railroad tracks 
of the debris piled on them for the 
four miles between Texas City Juné¢- 
tion and Texas City. The warehouse

Storm Began at 5 p. m. Monday. 
‘The storm, which had been pre- 
dicted for several days, broke over 
the eity at 6 o’clock Monday after- 
noon. The wind, it was estimated, 
had then attained a velocity of about 
60 miles an hour. This was the wind 
from the north, and it continued to 
blow the water in from the bay, 
flooding the streets and cellars.

The wind continued to increase its 
velocity until about 2 o'clock, At 
that hour, it -is estimated, it had 
ty from 90 to 124 
Meanwhile, it had 
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to break against the sea wall, which 
did the damage to the western part 
of the city and to the boulevard. At 
no time, however, say those who 
spent the night in the Hotel Galvez, 
did the sea clear the wall, The break- 
ers thundered against it, sending 
the spray high ‘in the air, and the 
waves broke over the wall with ter- 
rific force. So great was this force, 
in fact, that the two granite monu- 
ments which were placed at the foot 
of Tremont street to commemorate 
the storm of 1900, were blown across 
this boulevard—a distance of more 
than 560 feet. 

Partial Destruction of Causeway. 

One of the greatest losses to Galves- 
ton is the partial destruction of the 
causeway. This great concrete bridge— 
the one connecting link between the 
island and the mainiand—was completed 
barely two years ago. Both approaches, 
approximately 3000 feet, are gone. The 
east end of the causeway is said to 
have been torn away by one of the 
dredges which is believed to have sunk 
subsequently out in the channel. The 
other was battered down by a giant oil 
tank which floated away from the 
Pierce-Fordyce refinery, near Texas 
City. 

There were six of these tanks valued 
at from $8000 to $10,000 each and holding 
approximately 55,000 barrels of oil, which 
were lost, and but for this oil, which 
tended to allay the height of the waves, 
it is believed, the loss in Texas City 
would have been even greater. 

The greatest loss of life known to have 
been suffered at any one place is said 
to have occurred at Virginia Point, at 
the. western end of the causeway. It 
was at this place that the last inter- 
urban car out of Galveston was stalled 
at 2 o'clock Monday afternoon. It had 
aBout 50 persons aboard and when it ap- 
peared the car could get no farther, the 
people made their way to the Virginia 
Hotel. The water continued to rise 
ebout this structure until 2:30 o'clock 
Tuesday morning, when it collapsed. 
Of the 75 persons said to have been in 
the hotel at the time, not more than 
2% were able to make their way across 
the swirl of water to a railroad tower 
on higher ground, They spent the night 
there and most of them made their way 
tack to Lamarque Wednesday. 

J. W. Gross, who was severly in- 
jured in the destruction of the hotel, 
but succeeded in reaching the ralil- 
road tower, would .10« say that the 
50 unaccounted for “ere lost, but 
said there was no other place where 
they could have foun! safety. 

Saved by Bale of Cotton. 

A report at Galveston, Wednesda:’ 
told of one man who floated from 
some point up the bay to Point Bolt- 
var on a bale of cotton. He was 
unconscious and taken t.» Sealey Hos- 
pital and it was sugge'ted he might 
have been ono of those caught in thi: 
destruction of the Virginia Point 
hotel. 

In point of size, Tetas City suf- 
fered more from the terrible storm 
than Galveston. This may have bean 
due to the fact that theré were fewer 
substantial buildings and to the fur- 
ther fact that less apprehension was 
felt. The first part of Texas City 
to be inundated was the soldiers’ 
camp, just above the city. This tract 
of land, which had been so carefully 
drained and on-which the United 
States had spent so many thousands 
of dollars, is now leveled and vre- 
verted to a swamp. 

Soldiers Use Gumu as Fire Alarms. 
Barly Wednesday morning residents 
were startled into wakefulness’ by the 
soldiers firing their guns. Their pur- 
pose was to give warning of renewed 
fires. At 10:30 o'clock, when the Asso. 
ciated Press man left the city, flames 
had attacked the buildings of the Pabst 
Realty Co. on Mechanic street between 
Tremont and Twenty-fourth streets 
where the fire. originated; J. 8. Seishei- 


mer Co,, four. stories high; Blum No-, 
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tion Co., three stories hign, and Reid & 
| Murdock, all near the wharf, and the 
Swift and Armour packing plants, across 
the alley. 

The estimated losses were: Packisg 
plants, $75,000 each; Blum Notion Co, 
$50,000; J. S&S. Seisheimer & Co., $40,000; 
Pabst Realty Co., $40,000, and the Di- 
rect Navigation Co. $20,000. Ten large 
steamers, it is estimated, were torn 
from their moorings and were blown 
over Galveston Bay. 

Ships Blown § Miles Inland. 

Seven of them are aground. The 


‘Inames were not learned. All were left 


in water not more than four or five feet 
deep and some were blown from three 
to eight miles inland by the force of the 
hurricane and water. 

The statement from the citizens of 
Galveston received here in a telegram 
to the Associated Press late last night 
was one of optimism in spite of the hur- 
ricane through which the city had ‘“‘suc- 
cessfully paassed,’’ to quote from the 
statement. 

“The city, due to the adamantine re- 
sistance of the sea wall, has sustained 
comparatively small loss in destruction 
of property and but six deaths havo 
been thus far reported,’ the telegram 
said. 

Barlier reports stated that Mayor 
Fisher had declined to issue a call for 
outside aid, saying that the city was 
able to handle the situation and that all 
needy persons would be cared for. 

There is no train service out or into 
the city and telegraph and telephone fa- 
cilities, destroyed early Monday night, 
still were out of commission with pros- 
pects of their restoration within the 
next 24 hours very doubtful. The only 
means of transportation there is by 
boat. 

The loss of life in Texas City was 
largely caused by the collapse of the 
Thompson building. in which 250 persons 
had’taken refuge. The majority of them 
had left before the accident. Gen. Bell’ ’ 
precaution prevented great loss of life 
at the army camp. 

Heavy Damage at Honston, 

The damage at Houston will run into 
far more money than was at first ex- 
pected. It is admitted that scarcely % 
per cent of the business houses or resi- 
dences escaped damage. Much of this 
is trivial, but in case of the downtown 
éGepartment stores, whose show windows 
were blown in and whose stocks of 


goods were damaged by the torrential, 


rain, it will run into the thousands at 
least. 

The barometer reading at Houston 
was lower than at Galveston. where the 
minimum was but 28.40, against 28.21 tn 
Houston. The wind at Houston is va- 
riously estimated at from 90 to 100 miles 
an hour, and persons who spent Mon- 
day night in the downtown hotels say 
even those modern substantial buildings 
shook before the force of the storm. 

‘The orchestra in the Hotel Galvez in 
Galveston played during the heights of 
the storm to keep up the spirits of the 
people marooned there,’ said John FE. 
Green, United States District Attorney, 
who was marooned in the hotel during 
the entire storm. 

“*‘We reached the hotel Monday after- 
noon at 3 o’clock,’’ continued Greer. “‘At 
5 o’clock the water commenced spray- 
ing over the sea wall. The work of 
bringing women and children to places 
of safety was then undertaken. They 
were carried to the courthouse, the F eu- 
eral building, the big office bulldings 
and large, substantial residences. Large 
numbers were brought to the Hotel Gal- 
vez. 

“Tuesday morning a bread line was es- 
tablished in the hotel and we all passe‘ 
through the kitchen for free bread and 
coffee, As the water was scarce and 
had to be economized, we all washed in 
the rain water. 

“The water soon began to recede and 
now is all out of the city.” 


}Storm Persists Over Northeastern 
Texas, Says Weather Bureau. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 1).—The Weath- 
er Bureau today ‘reported the progress

“The great storm still persists over 
Northeast Texas, but with greatly di- 
nfinished intensity.

With Kovno in German hands and an- 
cther German army across the Bug 
south of Brest-Litovsk, a speedy exit, 
accerding to military observers, ts the 
only safe one for the Russians if they 
are to escape before the second ‘set of 
tincers prepared for them are closed. 


Kovno Victory Regarded in Berlin as 
One of Most Complete of War. 
BERLIN, via «sondon, Aug. 19.—The 
fall of Kovno is hailed with joy by the 
entire German press. Berlin..newspa- 
pers devote columns to discussion of 
the military strength of the fortress and 
draw the conclusion from the general 
staff's report of the capture of more 
than 400 guns that the victory is one of 
the most complete of the war. The fall 
of the fortress on the Sth birthday of 
Emperor Francis-Joseph of Austria, was 
hailed as a splendid omen. The formal 
birthday celebration arranged in the 
monarch’s honor by Ausirians and Ger- 
mans was doubly enthusiastic because 

of the victory.

French Take Junctions of High Roads 
on Artois Front, 

PARIS, Aug. 19.—The French War Of- 
fice this afternoon gave out a state- 
ment on the progress of hostilities, read- 
ing. 

“There was much activity lest night 
on the Artois front. An attack by our 
forces made us masters of the junc- 
tion of the high roads between Beth- 
une and Aras and between Ablain and 
Angres, where the German position con- 
stituted a salient into our advance line.

Yet the natural expectation must ve 
now that the Russians will eventually 
have to go back from the Brest-Litovsk 
position and the German advance will 
cut still deeper into Russian territory. 
What seems probable is that* the Ger- 
man high command realized some days 
ago that their attempt to envelop the 
main Russian mass had failed and that 
they then began an alternative move- 
ment. 

If, as has been reported, there has 
been a large transfer of troops from 
Poland to Courland, this deflection 
would put a very large German army 
much nearer to Petrograd than the main 
Russian army, and the mere threat of 
an attack upon the Russian capital 
would compel the Russians to attempt a 
similar regrouping of their forces with 
Minsk instead of Brest-Litovsk as a 
center and Dunaburg instead of Kovno 
as a northern pivot. 

With the fall of Kovno the whole sys- 
tem of Russian permanent defenses in 
their western frontier falls. Warsaw 
has been abandoned. Novo Georgievsk 
has been defended, as the French de- 
fended Maubeuge a year ago in their 
great retreat, simply to hamper Ger- 
man transport, which depends upon the 
Vistula. Maubeuge cost the French 4,- 
000 in killed, wounded and prisoners, but 
it may have saved Paris, and certainly 
held up the German transport with dis- 
astrous consequences. Ultimately Novo 
Georgeivsk will probably cost the Rus- 
sians more men than Maubeuge did their 
allies, but this is a cost calculated in 
advance. 

Russians Escaped From Net. 

What seems to be the meaning of re- 
cent events in the east is that the Rus- 
sians have been able te make one more 
successful retreat, that they have won 
clear of the enveloring net of Hinden- 
burg and Mackensen and are retiring '!n 
good order upon Brest-Litovsk, losing 
few prisoners and next to no equipment. 
But their successful retreat has already 
led their German foe to resort to a 
new movement, this time designed not 
to envelop and capture, but to compel 
that abandonment of the line on which 
Russian high command had decided to 
stand. 

It is not yet clear, and will not he 
for some days, whether Germany means

A gigantic turning movement, com- 
pelling rapid Russian retreat through 
difficult territory may bring the demor- 
alization of Russian forces. The cut- 
ting of the Petrograd-Bielostok railway 
will deprive the Russian army of its 
chief, but by no means its only line of 
communications. A thrust at Petrograd, 
with the main Russian forces separaied 
from the capital by a wedge driven from 
Kovno at Vilna and Minsk, must be 
considered. A raid into discontented 
Finland would contribute much to em- 
barrass Russia just now. 

Campaign Entering Third Phase. 

If Germany is looking for peace she 
may have decided that it is Impractica- 
ble to demand Belgium or any part of 
French territory, and may hope to find 
her ‘‘compensation”’ at the expense of 
Russia. Certainly there are political 
as well as military considerations dis- 
coverable in her eastern campaign. But 
the exact purpose may well be dis- 
guised for many. days yet. 

In, any event it is safe to say the 
eastern campaign is entering its third 
phase. The first was the clearing of 
Galicia. The second was the conquest 
of Poland. In both the Russian army 
was the main objective and escaped. It 
is necessary now to wait for some sign 
to prove whether the Kaliser’s strategists 
are determined to go on against the 
Czar or to turn west or south toward 
Calias or Constantinople. 


RUMANIA CAN'T GET MUNITIONS 
IF SHE I$ GOING TO FIGHT ALLIES 


American Makers Tied Up So That 
They Cannot Supply Enemies of 
French and British. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 15—The Govern- 
ment of Rumania, which entere@ the 
American munitions mariet recently for 
an amount reported at $30,000,000, has 
been unable to fill all its requirements. 
Shrapnel and other caving have been 
available enough; the trouble is that 
pewder and the higher explosives can- 
not be secured in sufficient quantities 
without guarantee on ihe part of the 
Rumanian agents that their country will 
not use the explosives against the al- 
lies. : 

One company from which Rumania 
has endeavored to sevure explosives 
holds the order on its books until Ru- 
mania makes either a declaration of 
faith or a declaration of war. This 
company is understood to be actuated 
by pro-British affiliations. Other com- 
panies have held off because of their 
relations with the French Government. 

Most of the powder ccmpanies, par- 
ticularly those which were not well 
equipped at the outbreak of the war, 
have found France their best customer. 
It is known that many cf the contracts 
with France have con‘ained a clause 
rroviding that, Americans selling mu- 
nitions to France sha!) sell no muni- 
tions to an enemy of France.

LOAN TO ENGLAND 
EXPECTED SOON 


Foreign Exchange’ Markets Vir- 
tually at Standstill With 
Sterling Fraction Higher. 


NEW Y¥vURK, Aug. 19.—Foreign ex- 
change markets were virtually at 4 
standstill today, marking time while 
negotiations continued for the flotation 
of a big foreign loan nere to pay a part 


of Europe's bill to America for muni- 
tions of war and other supplies. 
Nominally sterling was a fraction of 
a cent higher than yesterday, reaching 
4.67% during the first hour. Actually 
there was virtually no dealings. So 
stagnant was the market that at many 
large banking houses it was impossible 
to obtain quotations on francs and other 
continental exchange. 

Within a few days it is expected that 
an announcement will be made telling 
of the financing here of a loan to Great 
Britain of from $100,000,000 to $150,000,- 
000. Careful inquiry by banking houses 
here, it is understood, has resulted in 
the disclosure that,it would be unwise 
to attempt to float a larger loan at this 
time. 

One report today was that $250,000,000 
In gold was coming to the United States. 
Conferences between New York and 
London bankers by cable were renewed 
today. 


RUSSIAN WOMAN SENTENCED 
TO DEATH IN AUSTRIA AS SPY 


She Predicted War Before It Began 
and Neceived Money From Un- 
known Sources. 

VIENNA, Austria, Aug. 19.—Sentence 
of death for espionage has been pro- 
nounced upon Miss Sinaida Bayer, «@ - 
Russian woman who has been living fn 
Reichenberg since May, 1914. Her two 
sisters, Elisabeth Bayer and Marie Po- 
lakow, accused of spying, have been re- 

leased for lack of evidence. 

The three women moved to Reichen- 
berg in May, and astonished those whom 
they met by dGeclaring that war was 
impending between Russia and Austria. 
They maintained themselves apparent! v 
by sewing and seamstress work. After 
their arrest, however, there were found 
a quantity of postal money order stubs 
which indicated they had received funds 
from other sources. 

With the beginning of the war the 
captured Russians were imprisoned in a 
camp at Rosenthal, not far from Reich- 
enberg, and the sisters aroused suspicion 
by secret communications with the cap- 
tive soldiers. One of them, from un- 
known motives, notified the Austrian 


officers, and the women's arrest fol-

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ERMAN TRADE 
EXPERT'S REPORT 
TO CHANCELLOR 


How to Arouse Business Inter- 
ests Here Against Britain’s 
Embargo on Commerce. 


WITHHELD GERMAN GOODS 


Sis: Weck ‘Warld. Contaucs 
Series of Articles on German 
Propaganda Here. 


Ry Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 19.—The World, 
in its fourth article on pro-German 
activities of German-Americans and 
German agents in tflis country, prints 


an interésting report made June 30 
by Herr Waetzoldt, trade represen- 
tative of the Imp¢rial German Gov- 
ernment in the United States to Chan- 
cellor von Bethmann-Hollweg. 

Herr Waetzoldt' was sent to the 
Wnited States several months ago ‘to 
report on the trade relations of the 
Tnited States and Germany, 
fected by the British Orders in Coun- 
cil. In his report; he recommends that 
Germin exporters withhold shipments 
of articles, which American manufac- 
turing interests need, particularly 
Ayestuffs and certain chemicals. This, 
the report shows, was intended to 
arouse American business intefests 
against the British, who would na- 
turally be blamed for *he interrup- 
tion of trade, 4nd to create an Ameri- 
can demand for the revocation of the 
British Orders in Council. 

The World ~- presents no specific 
evidence as to how the German Gov- 
ernment acted on this suggestion. 

How to Inflyence America. 

“From a German standpoint,” Waet- 
vbldt wrote to the imperial Chancellor, 
“the pressure on the American Govern- 
ment can be strengthened by the inter- 
ruption of deliveries from Germany, 
even if the British Government should 
permit exceptions. Those shipments es- 
pecially should be interrupted which the 
American industries so badly require, 
especially chemicals and dyestuffs, also 
goods which are' used in the realm of 
the fine arts. 

“The withholding of goods is the sur- 
est means of occasioning the placing 
before the administration in Washing- 
ton of American interests. Those pro- 
tests have the most weight which come 
from the American industries which em- 
ploy many we~“ers. The complaint of 
one of the great American dye fac- 
tories, which declared that the» con- 
tinued withholding of dyestuffs would 
make necessary the dismissal of 
workmen, has done more than the pro- 
tests of the importers.” 

In the same report, Waetzoldt men- 
tions the cotton question, in its political 
bearings, as follows: 

‘"'The principal and most tangible pres- 
sure on the Administration in Washing- 
ton will only begin to be felt when the 
cotton question again becomes acute. 
There is a particularly good crop in pros- 
pect, and if the exportation of cotton 
is interrupted and the price of cotton 
thereby influenced injuriously, the cot- 
ton states, viz; the Democratic South, 
will bring all possible pressure to bear 
on the Democratic administration to 
have, the Orders in Council revoked.” 

Arranged te Admit Goods, . 

The American State Department, the 
World says, made arrangements, ‘ 
through its .own experts, acting in con- 
junction with those of Great Britain, 
for the admission of certain products, 
in the nature of chemicals and dyestuffs, 
with the consent of the British Govern- 
ment. 

It was the invariable experience of 
the State Department, the World says, 
that Germany, while apparently work-: 
ing for the transportation of these es- 
sentials, was really trying to make .t 
appear that it could not get them 
through because of the British block- 
ade. The purpose of this pretense was, 
of course, to influence the American 
Government to resist the right of En- 
‘giand to scrutinize any shipments from 
* Germany. It was the German hope, 
the World suggests, that this might re- 
sult in complications between this Gov- 
ernment and Great Britain that would 
eventually permit the safe transporta. 
tion of all German goods to the United 
States, or compel the abandonment of 
the blockade of North Sea ports by the 
British Government. 

Herr Waetzoldt tells of meetings of 
importers of goods from Germany and 
Austria, and says: ‘The last two meet- 
ings were unexpectedly well attended, 
and led to the sending of a commis- 
sion to Washington, which was _ re- 
ccived by Mr. Lansing of the State De- 
partment, and received firm promises, 
but no absolute assurance that the De- 

nt of State would guard the in- 
terests of the im ,orters.” He also tells 
of a petition sent to the President,

“One of the interesting developments 
yesterday was that the legal ‘advisers 
of the German officials had given them 
an opinion that the disclosures made by 
the World did not invoive violations of 
the Federal laws. This is also the opin- 
fon of disinterested lawvers.”’ 

Former Attorney-General Wickersham, 
it was added, was one of these “disin- 
terested lawyers.’’

Detroit Man Says “Dencker” Is At- 
tache of German Consulate. 
DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 19. —Inquiry 
‘has been made here as to the identity 
of “C. Dencker,”’ since the publication 
in the New York World, Monday, of a 
letter signed by Dencker, and addressed 
to the Imperial German. Embassy in 
Washington. his letter suggested the 
possibilit® of bringing about a strike in 
establishments in Detroit, Cleveland and 
Cincinnati, which manufacture war mu- 

nitions. 

C. W. McLane of Detroit; who wrote 
to Dencker volunteering {6 assist in 
bringing on such a strike, said that 
Dencker, was connected with the office 
of the Consul-General of the Imperial 
German Government in Chicago. 
McLane said he got no answer to his 
proposal. 

“Should you be interested in a plan 
for precipitating a general strike of al’ 
the automobile workers,’”’ wrote McLane 
to Dencker, “including the allied indus- 
tries in this city, the writer would he 
giad to consult with you at your office 
or through your accredited representa- 
tive here.’’ ‘ 
Dencker forwarded this letter to the 
German. Embassy at Washington, with 
an explanatory letter addressed +o 
“Dear Mr. Marlow,” in which he said: 
“My surety, who talked the opportunity 
over with the sender, is of the opinion 
that the last step in the situation will 
be to call into being a strike in the 
munitions factories of Detroit, Cleveland 
and Cincinnati in so far as the neces- 
sary financial means can be secured. 
According to our estimates, it could be 
done for about $50,000." 

McLane, when found by the World 
correspondent after a search of more 
than a week, made no attempt,to deny 
his relations with Dencker and recited 
with evident relish his theories regard- 
ing the Brotherhood of Man, which he: 
hoped to promote by an alliance be- 
tween strike leaders and the German 
Government. 

McLane said ahe mysterious “K"’ re. 
ferred to by Dencker and others in the 
corespondence, who had been believed 
to be another labor leader, was a se- 
cret agent of the German Government 
in Detroit.

Daniels Calle for Evidence That Navy 

Employe Is in German Pay. “ 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—Secretary 
Dantels announced that he has asked 
John R. Rathom, publisher of the Prov- 
idenee (R. I.) Journal, to submit any 
evidence he may have to substantiate 
a published statement credited to hira 
that a’civil employe of the Navy De 
partment is in the pay of the German 
Government. . 

Secretary Daniels also revealed that, 
after a recent conference he had with 
Rathom, the department assigned addi- 
tional officérs and men to the naval 
force operating the German-owned com- 
mercial wireless plant at Sayville, L. L, 
and ordered the most rigid precautions 
against the dispatch of unneutral mes- 
sages in secret codes. Every suspected 
message was ordered forwarded to thse 
department for examination. Since 
then, the Secretary said, many dispatch- 
es had been submitted to the depart- 
ment and three or four had been re- 
turned to the senders for rewriting. 

Evidence submitted by Rathom, who 
had made an investigation with the aid 
of wireless experts, was considered by 
Secretary Daniels and the members of 
the Government Neutrality Board be- 
fore the Navy Department took over 
the Sayville station some time ago. Sec- 
retary Daniels told of this for the first 
time today, explaining that, while there 
was no direct evidence cf violation of 
neutrality, it had been deemed best to 
put the plant under ful' Government 
control. 

Rathom, who wrote to President Wiil- 
son and later conferred with Secretary 
Daniels, urgsd that meescges transmit- 
ted through Sayville, purporting to be 
ordinary commercial communications, 
such as orders for merchandise, actually 
contained information as to the sailing 
cf ships from American ports. 

While the Navy Department's con- 
nection with the publisher’s inquiries 
had to do only with radio stations un- 
der its direction, Secretary Daniels 
said that Rathom intimated that he 
had information also a* to a German 
scheme to secure contr>! of all radio 
stations in South and Central America 
and even in the Philippines.

ON FRANK MAY 
IDENTIFY LYNGHERS 


Pair Put on Prison Farm Super- 


intendent Bear Manufacturer’s 
Serial Number. 


By Associated Press. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Aug. 19.—The hand- 
cuffs placed on Leo Frank and Supt. 
J. M. Burke of the prison farm when 
Frank was seized and carried away to- 
day offer the best clew to the lynchers. 
E. E. Davison, chairman of the State 
Prison Commission, announced today 
that the cuffs which were left on the 
hands of Burke bore the sertal number 
of the manufacturer. He had been in- 
formed, he said, that the name of the 
purchaser could be obtained by this 
means. Frank was manacled when he 
was lynched and it is supposed that the 
cuffs left on his. hands also bear the 
serial number of the manufacturer. 

Gov. Harris planned to confer with the 
members of the State Prison Commis- 
sion here today relative to steps to be 
taken for the arrest and conviction of 
members of the mob which lynched 
rank. This conference was to be the 
first actual step on the part of State 
officiala to place the blame for the 
hanging. 

Under. Georgia law the Governor may 
offer a maximum reward of $500 for 
each arrest and conviction. 

‘TI probably will do this,’’ said the 
Governor. “This abduction of the 
State’s ward and his subsequent lynch- 
ing will be fully inquired into.’’

get me back to England is a plot. If I 
go back I will be shot as a spy. From

and saw what King Edward and Sir 
Edward Grey were doing. They were 
members of a clique which was trying 
to foment war with Germany. 

“T did not act as a spy directly for 
the German Government. I obtained 
information which was presented to a 
band 0? men in London.” 

Asked as to articles printed in the 
New York World exposing the German 
spy system in the United States, Lin- 
coln said: “Those articles are correct. 
There is an elaborate German spy sys- 
tem in this country. Why shouldn't 
there be? England has one. But tho 
British are more careful. An English 
spy never goes near the British con- 
sulate. The Germans here grew too

had the chief part in preparing it. Much 
significance is attached to it, not alone 
from the character of some of the sly- 
nators, several of whom are persona! 
friends of the Kaiser or Von Bethmann- 
Hollweg, or both, but from the fact that 
it was prepared and presented soon aft- 
er a visit by Delbrueck to headquarters 
in the East. 

The memorial has 82 signatures. 
Among these are those of Prof. Han 
Delbrueck, Dr. Bernhard Dernburg, 
privy councellor; Prof. Adolf von Har- 
nack, Prince von Hatzfeld, Prince Hen- 
ekel Denneremarck, ex-Minister Baron 
von Berlepsch, Count von Arco, ex-Am- 
bassador Count von Leyden, Franz von 
Mendelsohn, president of the Berlin 
Chamber of Commerce; Albert von Wet- 
zeler, an influential Frankfort banker, 
ex-Ambassador Count von Montz, Dr. 
Oppenheim, Government Councellor and 
director of the corporation which con- 
trols the analine factories; Maj. vop 
Parseéeval of Parseval airship fame; Carl 
Herma, Judge of the Berlin Commercial 
Courts; Theodore Wolf, editor in chief 
of the Berliner Tagesbiatt; Dr. August 
Stein, chief political editor of the Frank- 
fort Gazette, and over a score of Jead- 
ing German professors. . 

Relations to the Government. 

It is necessary to vonsider the per- 
sonal rather than the official relations 
of the several signators to the Govern- 
ment. Delbrueck is one of the best 
known Liberal intellectualists in Ger- 
many, and one of the leading historical 
and political writers who, although very 
independent, is close to the Govern- 
ment. 

Dr. Dernburg; ex-Minister, has been 
regatded in America as Germany’s chief 
propagandist, and, since his return +‘o 
Germany, has certainly been in closest, 
touch with the Government and, through 
his frequent conferences, must know 
something about its wishes regarding 
Belgium. There is every reason to as- 
sume that he has impressed on the 
Government the neutral world views, 


and ‘those in America in particular, of several talks I had with him in May, in 


Belgium, and what long years of an an- 
tagonistic attitude of those countries 
might mean to Germany after the war. 
Those in a position to know tell me that 
Dr. Dernbure’s views are discernible all 
through the memorial. 

Prof. von Harnack, the head of Ber- 
lin’s magnificent library, the opening 
of which was attended by the Kaiser 
personally, is a special favorite of the 
Kaiser, and there is reason to assume 
that he knows something of the Kai- 
ser’s views. 

Prince von Hatzfeld, as Duke of 
Trachenberg, is one of the only four 
nonreigniug Dukes in Germany and a 
member of the Kaiser’s court.

Prince Denneremarck, who celebrated 
his eighty-fifth birthday a few days 
ago, vies with the Kaiser for the place 
of being the richest man in Germany.

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SULTANOF SAHARA 
YO HAD BOY ARMY 


PUTIN SANITARIUM 


Wealthy Frenchman’s Son, 
Mounted on Charger, Captured 
by Long Island Sheriff. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 19.—Jacques Le- 
baudy, a picturesque public figure for 
years in Paris, son of a wealthy French 


sugar refiner, was taken Tuesday night 
to the Lowder Sanitarium at Amityville, 
L. L, following an afternoon of gro- 
tesque incidents. 

Lebaudy won \nternational notice 
when he went to Africa in 1908, gathered 
an army of soldiers of fortune and na- 
tives and proclaimed himself Sultan of 
Sahara. As Sultan he sat upon a golden 
throne, with a background of peacock 
feathers. The French Government did 
not like Lebaudy’s idea and took away 
his throne, scattered his subjects and 
otherwise made him very angry. He 
has been living in America since 1908, 
always with much- money and to all 
appearances having a fine time. 

Tuesday he was found on his estate 
at Westbury, L. I., by Sheriff Stephen 
Pettit, who had been sent to look him 
over because of several complaints 
about recent erratic conduct. Sheriff 
Pettit found Lebaudy leading an army 
of five messenger boys, whom he had 
ordered by telephone from Manhattan. 

Lebaudy was mounted on a white 
charger. Across his breast was draped 
a tri-color sash. He carried a baton 
like that of a Field Marshal. A silken 
cord over his right shoulder held a tin 
horn. His messenger boy “army” was 
on raw-boned horses. 


Dislikes Autos, Loves 
Lebaudy dislikes autos, but loves 
horses, and from time to time has 
bought some remarkable horses. One 
for which he paid $60 had to be shot by 
an agent of a humane society. 

The case of Lebaudyw came to the 
Sheriff's attention because Ralph N. El- 
lis, a neighbor, had protested against 
the Frenchman closing a right of way. 
Two deputies were stationed to keep 
this right of way open on a court order. 
They telephoned that Lebaudy was act- 
ing strangely and that his wife and 3- 
year-old daughter, Jaqueline, had prac- 
tically been kept prisoners in their home 
for 48 hours. 

When Sheriff Pettit got to the field 
wehre Lebaudy’s “army’’ was maneuver- 
ing; his requests for an audience were 
totally ignored by the “Field Marshal.”’ 
Now and again Lebaudy would blow a 
blast on his tin horn, summoning his 
aid, a large boy. The chief then would 
scrawl orders and send his aid on a 
decrepit steed to an imaginary com- 
mander of an imaginary division. 

Every time Sheriff Pettit got near 
enough to Lebaudy to converse, the 
former “Sultan of Sahara’’ would spur 
his horse for a gallop of a rod or two.

Cardinal Vannutelli Was One of 
Most Influential of Members 
Eligible to Papacy. 


ROME, Aug. 19.—Cardinal Serafino 
Vannutelli, dean of the Sacred College, 
is dead at the age of 8&1. 


Cardinal Vannutelli was one of the 
most influential of those members of the 
Sacred College eligible to the papacy. 
He was one of the six Cardinal Bishops 
who take their title from the suburban 
sees of Rome. He was Bishop of Porto, 
Santa Rufina and Ostia. He was creat- 
ed and pracilaimed Cardinal by Pope 
Leo XIII, March 14, 1887. 

The Cardinal was born Nov. 2%, 1834, | 


at Genazzano in the Diocese of Palastri- 


na. His early education was obtained in 
the Seminary of Genazzano and he re- 
cetved degrees in philosophy and theolo- 
gy at Caprianica College at Rome. 

After teaching theology in the Pontifi- 
cal Seminary he embarked upon a dip- 
lomatic career and was successively sec- 
retary to the Papal Nuncio in Bavaria, 
Apostolic Delegate to Ecuador and Peru 
and Nuncio at Brussels and Vienna.

Failure of Marowijne, With 62 
Passengers, to Reach New Or- 
leans Causes Increased Anxiety. 


ene fate of the United Fruit steamer 
Marowiljne, which has two St. Louisans 
on its passenger list of 62, and which 
is now four days overdue at New Or- } 
leans, was the subject of increased 
anxiety today. Because of the violent 
storm of the last few days in the Guif 
0” Mexico it is feared that the vessel 
has been lost. 

A dispatch from New Orleans today 
stated that the United States Govera- 
ment would be asked io send a revenue 
cutter to search for the missing ship. 

Dr. Edward Nelson Tobey of 3634 
Shenandoah avenue, assistant City Bac- 
teriologist, and the Rev. ichard R. 
Rooney, 8S. J., of the St. Louis Uni- 
versity faculty are the St. Louisans who 
sailed from Belize, British Honduras, 
on the Marowljne last Friday. Dr. To- 
bey accompanied a scientific expedition 
from the university. 

Letters were received at the university 
yesterday from the Rev. ‘'athers Schwe- 
tella and Cooney, members of the fac- 
ulty, who went to Belize in July with 
Dr. Tebey and Father Rooney. Taey 
tcld of the plan of the latter two to 
suil on the Marowijne, and said the 
former two would remain in Belize, 
studying tropical fevers. 

The dates indicated that the letters 
might have left Belize on the MarowijJze 
and it was suggested that the ship 
might have been crippled by storm or 
accident and might have transferred its 
mail to another steamer. ‘In this case, 
it is not easy to understand why no 
news has come from the missin: ship. 

Those familiar with gulf shipping 
routes believe that the Marowijne ws 
in the path of the storm which swept 
through Yuvatan Channel Sunday.

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FRENCH MINISTER 
OF WAR AT FRONT 


They Confer With Joffre and 
French—Liberation of World * 
Their Goal, Says Millerand. 


PARIS, Aug. 19.—A joint inspection of 
the Western battle line was made Mon- 


day by Lord Kitchener, Great Britain’s 
Secretary of War, and Alexander Mil- 
lerand. the French War Minister. They 
were accompanied part of the time by 
Gen. Joffre and Sir John French, the 
Commanders in Chief of the French and 
Pritish armies. The militery leaders 
paid particular -attention to conditions 
In the Champagne and Woevre. 

An official note, which gives details 
of the trip, says Lord Kitchener and 
Minister Millerand were greatly im- 
pressed by the splendid appearance of 
the troops and their high morale. Sev- 
eral conferences were held but the na- 
ture of them jis not disclosed. 

Sreaking at the close of a dinner 
Tuesday evening Minister Millerand de 
clared he felt highly honored by Lord 
Kitchener’s visit to France and was 
glad to learn from the British Field 
Marshal’s ®wn lips of the complete ac- 
cord uniting tho two nations. Address- 
ing the British Minister directly he sajd: 

“Yours is not the only voice which 
praises our soldiers, for the enemy als: 
gives them their due. After a year of 
war the enemy no longer has illusions 
of winning. He predicts internal dis- 
sensions among his enemies, which he 
hopes will occur. Already he is en- 
deavoring to incite neutrals tnd places 
before belligerent veiled innuendoes of 
peace. 

‘‘Let me assure ycu, Fr---ce is united. 
People, Parliament and Government 
never have been more firmly deter- 
mined, in close accord with our heroic 
and faithful allies, never to lay down 
our arms until the’ «ay arrives when we 
shall have attained -ur goal and if the 
road to Tipperary is long the price is 
sufficiently high to justify us paying for 
all the delays, difficulties and sad- 
nesses along the road, because the price 
is the liberation of the world.’ 

Lord Kitchener, speaking in French, 
thanked Minister Millerand for his kind- 
ness in extending an invitation to visit 
the French front, and scid that after 
seeing the splendid troops'of Gen. Jof- 
fre, he could understand the French 
victories. He closed by declaring that 
Great Britain was resolved to make the 
greatest possible effort to aid France 
and to carry the war to a finish.

John cnnremg Who _—Had 
Brooded Over Parent’s Death, 
Dies in Wife’s Arms, 


John Truesdale, 29 years old, a chauf- 
-feur, who lived at 1729 Belleglade avenue, 
killed himself with strychnine at his 
home at 9 p. m. yesterday, using for the 
purpose what remained of a package of 
poison from which his father, Charles 
Truesdale, tcok a deadly portion 13 
months ago. * 

Since his father killed himself, ship 
dale had kept what remained of the pol- 
son,-a8 @ sort.of. memento. He kept it 
in a eollar box on his dresser. 

Truesdale returned home from work 
apparently in good spirits. Later he 


complained of feeling ill and went to the | 
bedroom. About 9 o’clock he called to 
his wife. She went’to him and. he told 
her he had taken poison. ‘I took some 
of that stuff from ‘the collar box,"’ he 
said. 


A doctor gave emergency treatment 
and Truesdale was sent to the city hos- 
pital. He died in his wife’s arms in the 
ambulance. 


The Truesdales had m married sev- 
en months. Mrs. Truesdale said her 
husband frequently brooded over his 
father’s death and. insisted on keeping 
the poison that remained in the package 
used by his father. She said she had 
tried to persuade him to throw away 
the poison.

80 Voters Swear They Voted 
“No’”’ on School Proposition; 
Only 68 Counted. 


ISSUE SOLD SAME DAY 


Grand Jury Told That of Two 
Bids for $23,000 Paper 
Only One Was Legal. 


Affidavits and testimony to sup- 
port the charge of irregularity in a 
$23,000 school bond issue at Overland 


Park in May, was presented to the 
grand jury at Clayton this afternoon 
by a special committee of the Voters’ 
League of the Consolidated Ritenour 
district. 

The committee laying the facts be- 
fore Prosecuting Attorney Ralph and 
the grand jury is comprised of W. &. 
Robinson of Overland ‘Park, president 
of the Voters’ League; John S. Side- 
botham, Harold Lane an& Eugene 
Wurdack. The affidavits of 80 vo- 
ters of the district, who made oath 
that they voted against the bond 
irsue, and the names of 20 other. vo- 
ters who declared that they voted 
against it and were willing to ap- 
pear before the grand jury and so 
testify, were presented to the inves- 
tigating body. 

The judges and clerks of the elec- 
tion credited only 68 votes against 
the bond issue in the returns which 
they declared. They credited 168 
votes in favor of the bond issue. A 
two-thirds. vote was necessary to 
carry the bonds. 

Within two hours after the judges 
and. clerks had declared the bond 
issue carried, the members of the 
school board held a meeting and sold 
the bonds to James G. Cahill of 8t. 
The Voters’ League 
‘also complains that the only bidders 
were Cahill and the Overland State 
Bank, a banking institution of lim- 
ited capital in which two members 
of the School Board are interested, 
one of them, C. Reinemer, being pres- 
It is contended 
that the bid of the bank was illegal 
and that therefore Cahill was the 
only actual bidder, and that he got 
the bonds by paying a total premium 
of only $65 for the issue, which bears 
5 per cent interest. Cahill, at the 
time explained that he knew nothing 


| about the merits of the election but 


bid on the bonds and procured thenn. 
He, had been buying county school 
bonds for many years. | 

Numerous elections have been held in 
the district ‘within the last few years 
to vote on bond issues, but all of the 
propositions were defeated. A part of 
the money derived from the sale of the 
bonds was to be used for building an 
additional room on the Overland P«rx 
School and to construct a retaining wail 
in front of the building, and the bal- 
ance for the erettion of a school in 
Home Heights on the St. Charles Ruck 
Road. The voters of Home Heights 
fought the bond issue because no prvvis. 
ion was made for a school in Midland 
Heights, east of Overland Park. ‘The 
Home Heights and Micland Heights 
voters have been working together to 
get schools in their sections of the dis- 
trict. 

The Voters’ League wi'l also investi- 
gate the appointment of Clarence Camp- 
bell, a Republican polliician, as proba- 
tion officer of the district at a salary 
of $50 a month.: The district has never 
had a probation officer. The Voters’ 
League declares that there is no neces- 
sity for a probation officer. 

The Voters’ League obtained the affi- 
davits about the electicn by sending 
committees. throughout the district to 
make a canvass of the voters. The com- 
mittee ‘has not had access to the poll 
books and ballot boxes, which are in 
the possession of G. M. Ringen, secre- 
tary of the board, who is a clerk at the 
Third National Bank.

THE WRECKED ROCK ISLAND. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission recital of 
damaging facts showing why Rock Island stock 
worth $200 a share in 1902 had declined to $20 in 
1914, and has dropped much lower since, ex- 
plains the popular distrust of railroads. 

It provides additional confirmation of the 
popular view that the financial troubles of the 
transportation interests have small relation to 
the question of rates. 

When a need of new or a stricter application of 
-old regulations is affirmed, the familiar reply is 
that the evils of which the Frisco, the New Ha- 
ven, the Pere Marquette are only the more con- 
spicuous examples belong to a past age in rail- 
road history; that only dodo magnates and pro- 
moters would dream of repeating them. 

One of the depressing things about the Rock 
Island wrecking is that many of the practices 
pe which it is clearly due, must have been re- 
sorted to after the period of reformation in Amer- 
ican railroads was well under way. 

It is shown that in the Frisco deal, the Alton 
dea] and smaller but analogous manipulations la- 
ter the Rock Island lost more than $20,000,000. 

The discount at which its securities sold caused 
a further loss of $17,700,000 and the commissions 
paid for selling them were $1,600,000. This in- 
creases the total shrinkage accounted for to $40,- 
000,000. 

Why should a road whose stock’ was selling 
at $200 have incurring this ruinous loss of $19,- 
300,000 on two itemns without any connection 
whatever with “remunerative charges?” 

The reason is obvious. Transferred to. a hold- 
ing company, the $71,000,000 stock of the road 
was expanded to $191,000,000. Loss from this prac- 
tice is one of the commonest forms of robbery. 
It figured extensively in Frisco shrinkages. Aft- 
er dividend-paying stocks have been outrageously 
watered, heavy discounts must be conceded to

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GALVESTON’S BOAST OF VICTORY. 

The statement given out by the Mayor and a 
committee of citizens of Galveston expresses a 
fine defiance of the elements and a cheerful con- 
fidence in the future of their exposed place of 
residence. Those are qualities which the country 
has come to associate with the indomitable peo- 
ple of the storm-beaten gulf town. 

The damaging effects of the latest attack of 
wind and sea and fire were more widely distrib- 
uted than on the occasion of the former disaster, 
being less centralized in Galveston. If the old 
tradition that comes down from the early part of 
the last century can be relied on, no recurrence 
is to be feared for 15 years. The former well- 
remembered devastation of the island took place 
in September, 1900. This week’s 90-miles-an-hour 
visitation accordingly almost exactly completed 
the 15-yeaf cycle. Prior to 1900 a hurricane caused 
much loss in 1885. The 10-year interval between 
the great storm of 1875 and that of 1885 might 
have caused a suspicion that the period of recur- 
retice was lessening, but-the subsequent record 
did not bear out this fear. 

If tremendous hurricanes are to sweep the is- 
land at 15-year intervals in the future, Galveston 
evidently thinks it is prepared for them. The 
citizens’ statement speaks of this week’s destruc- 
tion as a “victory” for the town. The “impreg- 
nability of their protective works has,” it says, 
“been demonstrated.” 
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IS NORWAY PREPARING FOR WAR?

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RAILROAD ROBBER RATES 

The Republic, which assumes to be an authority 
on railroads, argues that the plight of the Mis- 
souril Pacific is due to two causes—too much debt 
and too low rates. It shows that past wasteful 
and greedy management has overloaded the Mis- 
souri Pacific with bonded indebtedness. 

Comparing the system with the Louisville & 
Nashville, the newspaper points out that the 
latter has a bonded indebtedness of $34,000 a 
mile, while. the former has, $42,000 a mile, with 
2347 more miles.

Shall the 
amount of water in railroad securities be the 
standard by which its rates are to be fixed? Shall 
railroad rates be harmonized with the rapacity 
for plunder of railroad high financiers? 

When railroads go bankrupt through wasteful 
and plundering overcapitalization, wouldn’t it be 
better to squeeze the water out of the securities 
than to raise the rates to pay for the robbery? 
There would be no limit to rate raising for plun- 
der purposes.

United King- 
dom demand quieter, but Continent 
continues to absorb freely and a 
large business igs being consum- 
mated, 

“Russia—Broomhall’s agents all 
confirm very favorable crop. condi- 
tions throughout the empire and es- 
timate all crops, excepting rye, fully 
one-third larger than last year, and 
wheat will be fully 100,000,000 bu 
over last year. Holders are still mak- 
ing plans to store liberally and ar- 
rivals are being taken care . of. 
Weather favors harvesting. 

“India—Dryness continues over 
wide area and the position of mon- 
soon is still unfavorable. This con- 
dition serves to cause light offers 
and prices generally are above an 
export parity. It is expected that 
Shipments from this country will con- 
tinue small for the balance of the 
season. 

“United Kingdom—Weather more 
favorable and harvesting is being 
pushed rapidly. Free movement ex- 
pected next week. Corn ripening 
slowly. Country markets strong with 
small supplies.”
